forwarding the array id e ntifi e r a requ e st for p roviding a test request for which r e quires 
an instruction on reading or processing the-signal data from a sub-array of probes on the chemical array; 
read from th e array, and payment information to a r e mote location 

retrieving an instruction from a plurality of instructions stored in a memory, each 
instruction retrievable with a different test request, based on the test request provided; and 

reading or processing the signal data for the sub-array according to the retrieved 

instruction.

instructions th e instruction comprises an instruction for processing a sub-array pattern. 
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7. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 6 wherein at least one of said 
instructions tho instruction additionally comprises an indication that only signal data from feature 
locations in the sub-array need be read or processed.

12. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 10 , further comprising transmitting 
results additionally comprising gen e rating a r e sult from acquired signal data only from those array 
feature locations of the retrieved sub-array pattern. 

13. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 12 wherein the results do r e sult do e s not 
provide any indication of which feature locations of the chemical array are bound to a sample 
component.

41. (New) The method of claim 1, further comprising providing an array identifier, said array 
identifier identifying the chemical array, and wherein said retrieving an instruction is performed based 
on said test request and said array identifier. 

42. (New) The method of claim 1, further comprising providing account information to the 

system. 

43. (New) The method of claim 42, further comprising charging an account at a location of the 
system, for processing according to the test request forwarded to the system. 

44. (New) The method of claim 1, further comprising transmitting results of said processing to 
a user at a location remote from said system. 

45. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the at least one instruction comprises an indication 
that only signal data from feature locations in the sub-array need be read or processed. 

46. (New) The method of claim 42, additionally comprising providing to a requestor of the test 
a price for the test requested. 

47. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein at least one instruction comprises an instruction on 
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processing read signal data. 

48. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein at least one instruction comprises a data processing 
instruction or a parameter for a method which performs array signal data interpretation. 

49. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said signal data is obtained from labeled target 
molecules bound to one or more probes on the chemical array. 
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
